PREFACE. 


thers following pages are designed to contribute 

somewhat to a more practical knowledge among 
Churchmen of the devotional treasures to be found 
in ancient Service-books. They contain, it need 
not be said, the merest gatherings from an ample 
and splendid storehouse,—a few drops from a cup 
filled to overflowing. 

The majority of the Prayers here translated are 
taken from Western rituals older than Anglo- 
Saxon Christianity ; especially from those Sacra- 
mentaries of Leo the Great, Gelasius the First, 
and Gregory the Great, which still supply the 
English Church with so many inestimable Collects, 
and would probably have been made still more 
serviceable at the last revision of the Prayer-Book, 
had they all been then accessible*. Many of the 


a A Sacramentary consisted of three elements: 1. the principal and 
invariable portions of the Liturgy or Mass; 2. all the varying proper 
prayers, as collects, secrets, post-communions, and the like; 3. some 
other ritual forms. It was also called the Book of Mysteries, the Book 
of Sacraments, eventually the Missal.

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Collects now presented to the reader seem quite 
equal in depth and beauty to those well-known 
specimens of their class which the child’s ear so 
readily welcomes, and the man’s heart finds so 
inexhaustible. 

Other Western Prayers have been admitted, of 
later date than the sixth century; and several 


Eastern ones, from the Liturgies of Jerusalem 


and Alexandria, popularly called after S. James 
and S. Mark, and traceable, in their “‘ main order 


and substance,” to the second century”; from

the Greek Liturgy of S. Mark, parallel to the Coptic Cyrilline, and 
to the Ethiopic; and two inferior Coptic forms, called after S. Basil 
and S. Gregory. A third great type of Liturgy is the Ephesine, or 
Gallican, or S. John’s ; various forms of which are seen in the Gothic, 
Francic, and Gallican Missals edited by Thomasius, the Gallican Sacra- 
mentary edited by Mabillon, and the Mozarabic (‘‘ Arabic by adop- 
tion,’’) or ancient Spanish; this last being much older than the Moor- 
ish invasion of a.D. 711. (See the article on this Liturgy in Chr. Re- 
memb., Oct. 1853.) The fourth type, which is the Roman, is called after 
8. Peter; although there is some reason for thinking that it was originally 
African, and superseded a Greek Liturgy at Rome in the third century. 
Mr. Neale would add a fifth type—the Persian Liturgy of SS. Adeeus 
and Maris. It may well be supposed that these archetypal Liturgies 
were ‘‘ the legitimate development” of the ‘unwritten tradition” of 
**the Apostles whose names they bear,” respecting the mode of cele- 
bration: although they have been written at a post-apostolie period, 
and have been frequently modernized and enlarged, yet the germ 
ofeach is primeval. ‘The words, probably, in the most important 
parts, the general tenor in all portions, descending unchanged from the 
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some other Liturgies historically connected with 
these, especially the great Liturgy of S. Chryso- 
stom, the ordinary Rite of the Greek Church; and 
from the Daily Office and other Services of that 
Church. 

The sources of the compilation are mainly 
these :—Muratori’s Liturgia Romana Vetus; Men- 
ard’s Liber Sacramentorum D. Gregori ; Pamelius’ 
Liturgicon Latinum; Thomasius’ Codices Sacra- 
mentorum ; Mabillon De Liturgid Gallicanéd ; Mr. 
G. H. Forbes’s Gallican Liturgies; Martene De 
Antiquis Ecclesie Ritibus ; the Mozarabic Missal 
aud Breviary; the Ambrosian Missal; the Sarum 
Missal and Breviary; Maskell’s Monumenta Ritu- 
alia; Goar’s Euchologion; Renaudot’s Liturgia- 
rum Orientalium Collectio ; the Missa Armenorum ; 
and Neale’s editions of Ancient Eastern Liturgies. 

In regard to the translation, as little freedom 
as possible has been taken in the way of develop- 
ment or paraphrase. The often-recurring word 
mereamur has not been rendered “may deserve” 
or “may merit,” because those verbs would convey 
a false notion of the original*, making it express 


Apostolic authors.” Neale, i. 319. ‘The Christian Liturgies,” says 
an eminent living historian, ‘‘the further we inquire, seem to remount 
higher in primitive antiquity.” Merivale, Hist. Rom. vi. 276. 

e In other words, it seems to me vain to attempt to use the word 
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the doctrine of “ condignity ;” but by such words 
as “may obtain,” or “may be enabled to have;” 
not by any means with a wish to ignore the fact, 
that it also sometimes implies the being “fitted” 
to obtain, and sometimes being “rewarded” with. 
This latter idea, when clearly distinguished from 
that of proper merit, we find in God’s language 
both to Abraham and to the Apostles, and express 
in prayer during the week preceding Advent. 

One section of the volume is devoted to Prayers 
for the exclusive use of the Clergy, with the Latin 
originals in most cases prefixed. But it is hoped 


that other passages will also prove helpful to pas- 
tors who, in the Visitation of the Sick, desire to 
follow the counsel of the late Professor Blunt in 
his admirable Lectures, and “ treasure up any 
prayers they may meet with, such as ancient Litur- 


merit, with regard to Christian good works, in a sound sense: it has 
become the property of the extreme Roman school. Bishop Forbes, of 
Edinburgh, in the seventeenth century, was for retaining it; but he 
rejected the notion of an intrinsic condignity, in works done by grace, 
with respect to the gift of salvation, as a ‘hateful’ error, implying 
that Christian holiness is what, at the best, it is not. See the fifth 
book of his Considerationes. And on the frequency with which, in old 
Church Latin, the word mereri is used for ‘‘to obtain,’ see Maitland’s 
Dark Ages, p. 387, and Trench on Sacred Latin Poetry, p. 132, who 
says, ‘The implied merit, which of course originally belonged to the 
word, has fallen quite out of sight”? in these cases. One instance is 
the Collect for Purity, where the sense must be, ‘“ purify our thoughts, 
that we may be enabled (mereamur) to love Thee.”? In several cases, 
ot course, mereri is used strictly for “deserving.” 
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gies and Sacramentaries,—a most pregnant mine,— 
or the devotions of worthies of the Church, may 
supply, which they may deem fitted for the sick 
chamber 4.” 

Some of the Collects or other prayers here pre- 
sented may also be found available for the purposes 
of Family Prayer. 

In the present Edition some inaccuracies have 
been corrected, and a considerable number of new 
prayers inserted, especially from the Leonine Sa- 
cramentary, and from the glowing and pathetic 
supplications of the ancient Spanish Church. In 
the arrangement of the prayers, also, some changes 
have been made with a view to greater facility in 
the use of the book. The “ Prayers on the Incar- 
nation,” as they were called in the first Edition, 
are now distributed according to the seasons of 
Advent, Christmas, Epiphany, Lent, Passion-tide, 
Easter, Ascension, Whitsuntide; and the “ Prayers 
for particular Graces” are assigned to the Trinity 
season, in conformity to the general character of 
the Church Collects for that period. But as

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prayers of the latter class can never be inappro- 
priate, so those of the former may, for the most 
part, be useful in carrying out, through the whole 


Christian year, the principle which would “teach 
and train men,” as an accomplished writer on Li- 
turgical subjects has expressed it*, “‘ to base their 
_ prayer and to build up their life upon the Articles 
of the Creed.” Most precious is that principle 
amid the darkening shadows of the great contro- 
versy between Faith and Unbelief — amid the 
deepening intensity of that heart-searching process 
which presents to each one of us the Person of 
Jesus Christ, our Master and only Saviour, very 
God and very Man, and propounds the question, 
“Will ye also go away tf” If we would give the 
Apostle’s answer, we must remember that our reli- 
gion is one and indivisible; that to separate the 
morals from the mysteries, the practical element, 
as it is called, from the element of supernatural 
fact and of pure doctrine, is simply to destroy 
the whole fabric’. The former, in truth, depends 
upon the latter; in the Creed of eighteen centuries

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“lies, we believe, the very pith and marrow of 
the Gospel’.” And if this be so, then surely the 
prayers of Christian people will be more accordant 
with the mind of Christ, and more instinct with 
a sense of the gloriousness of Christianity, in pro- 
portion as they dwell explicitly on “the great 
Mystery of Godiiness+,” and appeal to the mani- 
fold graces laid up for us in the Mediatorial work 
of the God-Man. 

Jt is in His hand, Whose are all the good words 
of His ancient servants, to cause them, however 
poorly rendered, to. “bring forth more fruit in 
their age,” and minister to the increase of a living 
faith in His Incarnation among those for whom He 
died,—for whom He lives.

APPENDIX. 
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ON 
THE COLLECTS IN THE PRAYER-BOOK. 


1S may be well to add to the above series of 
translations a few remarks on the subject of 
Collects in general, and, in particular, of those 
which form so important an element in the English 
Ritual. 

It: would be easy to draw up a series of ex- 
tracts from various writers, bearing witness to the 
majesty and the preciousness of our Anglican Col- 
lects. In such a catena, the popular historian who 
has spoken of the ‘beautiful Collects, which have 
soothed the griefs of forty generations of Chris- 
tians,” and who has pointed a quiet sarcasm at the 
Commissioners of 1689, for their tasteless resolu- 
tion that Patrick should make the Collects longer, 
by way of making them more affecting, would be 
united with Bishop Sanderson, who pronounced 
them to be “the most passionate, proper, and most 
elegant comprehensive expressions that any lan- 
guage ever afforded ;” with the gifted Trish layman, 
who said that for 1200 years they had been as the 
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manna in the wilderness to devout spirits, and 
were, next to Scripture itself, the clearest stand- 
ards whereby genuine piety might be discerned; and 
with divines of our own day, who dwell on the 
stores of exact theology which are laid up in the 
Collects, and on their power to deliver our worship 
from incoherency, and to sustain it with “strong 
and satisfying views” of the Divine love®. 

It is, indeed, this wonderful blending of strength 
and sweetness in the Collects, which has called forth 
so much love and admiration, and has made them 
such a bond of union for pious minds of different 
times and countries; even as the same imagery, in 


regard to their effect, naturally occurs to a bishop 
of Treves in the sixth century, and to an Anglican 
poet in the nineteenth. Martene” quotes the words 
of 8. Nicetius,—“ et psalmis delectamur, et orati- 
onibus wrigamur ;” and the author of the “ Cathe- 
dral’’ likens the thoughts which the Sunday Collect 
brings to— 


‘healthful founts in Elim green, 
Casting a freshness o’er the week.” 

Nor is it a small advantage which the Collect- 
type of prayer secures to any community that 
adopts it, that it answers the end which, as Hooker,

few or long:’’ for which purpose,—or, as Cassian 
expressed it, ‘‘ both to solicit God more earnestly 
by frequent addresses, and to avoid the temptations 
of Satan drawing them into lassitude and wearl- 
ness,”—they resolved that their prayers should be 
many and brief, like darts cast forth with energy °. 
This is doubtless chiefly realized by preces and 
ejaculations; but also to a considerable extent 
by Collects, especially when compared with such 
wordy effusions as exist in Knox’s “ Book of Com- 
mon Order.” 

Thus it is that many persons, not by any means 
predisposed in favour of ancient formularies, will 
often be attracted (if they are free from Puritanic 
prejudice) by prayers which say so much in saying 
go little; which address the Most High with such 
adoring awe, and utter man’s needs with such pro- 
found pathos, yet with such a calm intensity—as- 
sailing “ Heaven’s door,” as our great Church poet 
says’, with the “ forceful knocking” of determined 
faith; which are perpetually insisting on the abso-

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lute necessity of Grace, the Fatherly tenderness of 
God, the might of the all-prevailing Name; which 
are never weak, never diluted, never drawling, 
never ill-arranged, never a provocation to listless- 
ness; which exhibit an exquisite skill of antithesis, 
and a rhythmical harmony which the ear is loth to 
lose. They do indeed adapt themselves, as Mr. 
Maurice expresses it, “ with a marvellous flexibility, 
to all the different conditions of the human spirit ;” 
and thus admit of a rich variety of construction, — 
subject to a general law of threefold division, which 
Mr. Freeman has well stated *:— 
1. Introduction. — Invocation of God’s Name; 
often, but not always, including a comme- 


moration of one of His attributes, or of one 
of His actions. 


2. Main part.—Petition for some boon, often, 
but not always, accompanied by a statement 
of the good to be expected from such boon. 

3. Conclusion.—Glory given to God, or affiance 
in Christ, or both together. 

The petition is often twofold: as in the Four- 
teenth Collect after Trinity, which is one of the 
oldest we have, and in which are two distinct sen- 
tences of supplication; or in the Third after Easter, 
which is of the same date, and has one supplication 
branching out into two clauses. In some cases, as

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in the First after Trinity, the petition is prefaced 
by a statement of the need which excites it. So, 
too, the statement of the good result is often richly 
amplified; as in the Fourth after Easter, and the 
Fourth after Trinity, and that beautiful Collect for 
the Annunciation, which was so manifestly intended 
to keep Lenten thoughts and the coming joys of 
Easter in combination with the gratitude for God’s 
first assumption of our flesh. 

The general rule is, that a Collect is addressed 
to God the Father. Pope Benedict XIV. quotes 
Cardinal Bona’s statement, that only a few Collects 
are expressly offered to the Son, and none to the 
Holy Spirit’; partly because the Eucharistic wor- 
ship has regard to the Sacrifice offered to the 
Father by the Son. It is observable that the Col- 
lect for the Fourth Sunday in Advent, which in the 
Gelasian Sacramentary addresses the Father, in the 
Gregorian is more happily transferred to the Son; 
in our version it has resumed its old form. And 
now the three Collects which in our Prayer-book ad- 
dress the Son are—S. Stephen’s, originally addressed 
to the Father; Third in Advent, and First in Lent, 
which were composed respectively in 1661 and 
1549. It is strange that when the revisers took up

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the old Vesper Antiphon of the Ascension, which 
flowed from the dying lips of Bede &, and turned it 
into a Collect for the Sunday after Ascension, they 
should not have retained its ancient character as an 
appeal to the Son, the ascended King of glory. 
The Trinity Collect, in its oldest form, was an ad- 
dress to the Father, through our Lord; but Mr. 
Maskell® says that the medieval English Church 
used it as a prayer to the whole Trinity. 

The question of the etymology of the “ Collect” 
has produced a variety of theories. We may derive 
it (1) from the circumstances of those who use the 
prayer, or else (2) from something in the nature of 
the prayer itself. In the former case, it may be de- 
rived from the collecta, or ‘‘ assembly for worship,” 

(Mr. Freeman would say, for non-eucharistic wor- 
-ship,) as Alcuin thought, and as is implied in an 
old book of devotion cited by Mr. Maskell, “The 
Mirrour of Our Lady,” which explained a Collect to 
mean a prayer of persons who are gathered together 
in unity, as representing Holy Church; or it may 
be traced to the collectedness and concentration of 
mind required in the worshippers. Both these 
views are mentioned by Pope Benedict XIV. and 
by Gavanti'. PC

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In the latter case, there are two main views :— 

First, that which considers the Collect as a con- 
densed form of certain Scriptural teaching,—the 
substance of a certain quantity of God’s Word. 
And this theory is often more precisely stated, by 
the derivation of the word “ Collect’ from the cir- 
cumstance that in many cases it is the quintessence 
of the practical lessons deducible from the Epistle 
and Gospel for the day. Wheatly prefers this 
view for the Communion Collect ; and Mr. Freeman 
has made it very attractive, by his learned and 
skilful advocacy’, The oratio, as said at the Holy 
Communion, and as transferred into the Morning 
Office, he explains on this principle; not so, of 
course, any other use of the oratio or Collect. 
The Dean of Westminster, in his “Study of 
Words,” adopts this view; and similarly in his 
«Star of the Wise Men,” he describes the word 
as meaning a collection of the Church’s thoughts 
in regard to the day *. ; 

Secondly, that which considers the thing col- 
jected to be prayer. Pope Benedict gives this as 
the first of three views which he mentions :—“ Quia 
sacerdos, qui veluti mediator est inter Deum et 
homines, vota omnium colligit.” “In that one 
prayer,” says Mr. Maskell, ‘many were collected

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together'.” Tt is not at all necessary, in support 
of this view, to maintain—what would not be borne 
out by the Leonine Sacramentary—that the oldest 
rituals prescribe only one Missal Collect; although 
it may be, that where more than one are appointed, 
yet one of them is the Collect par excellence. But 
if there were two or three, each might be said to 
gather up and consolidate, in a few words, the de- 
votional aspirations of the people. It is singular 
that in the ancient rites of S.John Lateran no 
Collect at all, save the Lord’s Prayer, was ordina- 
rily said at Matins and Vespers; the “mother 
and head” of Western Churches being supposed 
to assert its own pre-eminence by this adherence to 
“the sum of all prayer.” But even in its Daily 
Office there were some Collects which were said 
by the Pope, or by any of “his seven collateral 
Bishops; and its Eucharistic practice did not 
differ in regard to Collects from that of other 
Churches”, although it was supposed to have done 
so by Durandus, Pope Benedict, and Martene. 

There is a special application of the view now 
before us to the Collect as said at the end of the 
Daily Offices. After the main portion of the ser- 
vice was over, it was usual for the chief of the

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clergy present, if there were more than one, or for 
the minister officiating, in other cases, to ‘collect 
the prayer,” colligere orationem ; that is, to offer 
a short prayer by which the previous worship was 
summed up and recommended to God. With this, 
in many cases, the office of that hour concluded. 
Bishop Sparrow, Bingham, and Lingard lay stress 
on this fact. But it cannot be taken as explain- 
ing all the phenomena of the Collect; for, not to 
say that the Communion Collect does not come 
at the end of aseries of devotions, these orationes 
collecte, or collecte simply, were in some monastic 
rules offered before the concluding part of the 
service; S. Cesarius of Arles bade his monks to 
insert them between the Lessons; and they were 
sometimes said at the end of the Psalms®. If, then, 
we determine to adopt the etymology of the gather- 
ing up of prayer as the general account of the 
Collect, (instead of referring one kind of Collect 
to this origin, another to that, which does, indeed, 
present a difficulty,) we must forbear to dwell on 
the use of such a prayer at the end of a service, and 
must say generally that it is an oratio, as it was 
usually called in Rome and Spain,—an orzson, to 
use the old English term,—in which many elements 
of supplication meet, and many devout thoughts

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present themselves. In this sense we might borrow 
the language of a beautiful passage in Mr. Free- 
man’s book, and speak of the West as “ compre- 
hending all the spiritual needs of man in Collects 
of matchless profundity.” 

And doubtless the Collect-form, as we have it, 
is Western in every feature; in that ‘unity of 
sentiment and severity of style’ which Lord Mac- 
aulay? has admired; in its Roman brevity and 
majestic conciseness, its freedom from all luxuriant 
ornament and all inflation of phraseology. It has 
a truly illustrious Roman parentage; its inventor, 
Mr. Freeman says, was 8. Leo’, emphatically and 
justly named the Great, who held the first see of 
Christendom from 440 to 461. Of him it may be 
said, even by those who cannot shut their eyes 
“to his ambition and love of domination®,” that 
although by human weakness he was led to grasp 
at excessive authority, and, so far, left an evil 
example to his successors, yet by faith he con- 
fronted Attila and Genseric with a dignity which 
compelled their reverence; by faith he so pro- 
claimed the One Christ in Two Natures as well- 
nigh to justify the famous acclamation, “ Peter 
hath spoken by Leo;” by faith he stood forth as 
the first great Roman preacher, in sermons full

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of Christ; by faith he maintained religion “on 
the throne of Rome alone, of all the greater sees, 
in its majesty, its sanctity, its piety *.” 

Taking, then, the view that Leo was the main 
constructor of the Collect-type of prayers, we may 
consider to what extent our present series of 
Church Collects is indebted to his compositions. 
The fragment of a Sacramentary, attributed to 
him, is supposed by Muratori to be his in a certain 
sense; that is, to be a series of misse@ containing 
much that he wrote", but also some passages 
which may be referred to his predecessors, and 
some which belong to his immediate successors ; 
the whole being put together, by a not very 
skilful hand, under the pontificate of Felix, com- 
monly called the Third, who sate from 483 to 492. 
Muratori calls it a most precious monument of 
antiquity, unparalleled in its kind, as exhibiting 
the ancient, Roman service, and containing a rich 
store of ecclesiastical knowledge. ‘ Monendus est 
lector,” he observes in conclusion, ‘quamquam de 
auctore pretiosi hujus, atque omnium antiquissimi 
Sacramentarii nihil certé habeamus, posse illud 
tamen, jam editum a Patre Blanchinio, Sancti 
Leonis Magni nomen retinere*.”

“Deus, Qui errantibus, ut in viam possint redire, 
veritatis lumen ostendis; da cunctis qui Christiana 
professione censentur, et illa respuere que huic 
inimica sunt nomini, et ea que sunt apta sectari. 
Per.” &e. 

The words, “of righteousness,” seem to have 
been added by S. Gregory. 


2. Fifth Sunday after Trinity. Leonine, among 
Masses for July, Mur. i. 379. It seems to have 
been suggested, like several others in the Leonine, 
by the disasters of the dying Western Empire :— 

““Da nobis, Domine Deus noster, ut et mundi 
cursus pacificé nobis Tuo ordine dirigatur, et Ee- 
clesia Tua tranquilla devotione letetur. Per,” &c. 

3. Ninth Sunday after Trinity, Leonine, among 
Masses for September, Mur. i. 484:— 


“Targire nobis, Domine, quesumus, spiritum 
cogitandi que bona sunt promptius et agendi, 
_ut qui sine Te esse non possumus, secundum Te 
vivere valeamus. Per,” &c.

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4. Thirteenth Sunday after Trinity. Leonine, 
for July, Mur. i. 371 :— 

“Omnipotens et misericors Deus, de Cujus mu- 
nere venit, ut Tibi 4 fidelibus Tuis digné et 
laudabiliter serviatur; tribue ut ad promissiones 
Tuas sine offensione curramus. Per,” &e. 

5. Fourteenth Sunday after Trinity. Leonine, 


for July, Mur. 1. 3874 :— 
“OQmnipotens sempiterne Deus, da nobis fidei, 


spei, et caritatis augmentum; et ut mereamur 
assequi quod promittis, fac nos amare quod pre- 
cipis. Per,” &. 

To these may be added the following Collects, as 
containing the substance of our Collects for the 
Tenth and Twelfth Sundays after Trinity. A 
translation of the first has been given among the 
Introductory Prayers :— 

“ Ad aures misericordizs Tux, Domine, supplicum 
vota perveniant ; et ut possimus impetrare que 
poscimus, fac nos semper’ Tibi placita postulare. 
Per,” &c.7 

“Virtutum celestium Deus, Qui plura prestas 
quam petimus aut meremur; tribue, quzsumus, 
ut Tu& nobis misericordia conferatur, quod nos- 
trorum non habet fiducia meritorum. Per,” &c.* 

The Sacramentary ascribed to S. Gelasius, Bishop 
of Rome from 492 to 496, was published at Rome,

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in 1680, by Thomasius, afterwards Cardinal, from 
a manuscript belonging to the Queen of Sweden, 
which had been seen by Morinus and Bona. Mura- 
tori entertains no doubt that it is substantially the 
work of Gelasius, although (like the Gregorian Sa- . 
cramentary) its text contains additions of later 
times. It is known that this Pontiff wrote Collects 
and Prefaces, (he is also said to have composed 
hymns in the Ambrosian manner,) and it may be 
safely affirmed that he digested the existing col- 
lection of Communion Collects, Prefaces, and other 
prayers,—not, of course, including the order of the 
daily offices, —into a new system, adding much that 
was original. It is interesting to regard Gelasius 
on this devotional side of his character, since we 
know from other evidence what he was as a theolo- 
gian and a Church ruler: how zealous against Nes- 
torians and Monophysites; how emphatic in main- 
taining the Real Presence, together with the per- 
manence of the nature of the Bread and Wine?; 
how earnest against the “sacrilegious division of 
that Mystery,” by those “who took a portion of 
the sacred Body, and abstained from the Blood of 
the sacred Cup?;” how abhorrent of the “execrable” _

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Pagan feast of the Lupercalia®; how unbending 
and imperious towards the separated Church of 
Constantinople*; how bold in proclaiming that 
the priesthood was essentially greater than the 
royalty, although “in civil-matters subject to it®. 
His Sacramentary is complete in three books. 
From it we derive, either altogether as they stand, 
or with more or less of alteration in their form,— 
(for the revisers of our offices, following the prece- 
dent set by him and by S. Gregory, took great free- 
dom in developing the old prayers, often with very 
good effect,) the following Collects. 

1. Morning Collect for Peace. It stands as 
the Post-Communion in a Gelasian Mass for Peace, 
Gelas., lib. iti. 56; Mur. i. 727. 

“Deus auctor -pacis et amator, Quem nosse vi- 
vere, Cui servire regnare est, protege ab omnibus 
impugnationibus supplices Tuos; ut qui defen- 
sione Tua fidimus, nullius hostilitatis arma time- 
amus. Per,” &c. 

In the Gregorian book it holds a similar position, 
Mur. ii. 208, Menard, p. 216; in the Portiforium 
or Breviary of Sarum it is ordered to be said “at 
Matins only ;” the word Matins here, as of old 
with 8. Benedict, meaning Lauds‘.

It was similarly used by S. Gregory. It was 
appended to the Sarum Litany, and also became 
the Collect of the ‘“ Memorial” for Peace, the An- 
tiphon of which we still retain in the form of a 
verse and response, ‘* Give peace in our time,” &c. 
In the Elizabethan Primer of 1559 we find a more 
literal rendering ‘of it: than the ‘one: which we now 
use. Nor-can we.wonder at-the:deep-hold which 
it has taken ‘through :so- many ages.on the heart of 
the English: Church; for..surely:.no’ prayer could 
more impressively set forth the truth, that only in 
doing God’s work can we enjoy His peace—that 
the gift which the world can neither give nor take 
away is for those who know Him as the Fountain 
of good counsels and just works. 

3. Evening Collect for Aid against all Perils: 
among the Gelasian Vesper Collects. Mur. i. 745 :— 

“Tilumina, quesumus,. Domine, tenebras nos-

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tras; et totius noctis insidias repelle propitius. 
Per,” &c. 

Mr. Freeman traces it to a prayer-like hymn of 
the Eastern Compline, which prays for light and 
for deliverance from snares. It was the Compline 
Collect of Sarum. 

4, Collect for Clergy and People. This occurs 
in two forms; as a Collect for a Mass in a Monas- 
tery, and as a Collect fora blessing on any parti- 
| cular household. Mur. i. 719, 737 :— 

“ Omnipotens.sempiterne Deus, Qui facis mira- 
bilia magna solus; pretende super famulos Tuos 
(super hos famulos degentes in hac domo) Spiritum 
gratie salutaris; et ut-in veritate Tibi complaceant 
(et ut complaceant Tibi, Deus, in veritate Tua) 
perpetue eis rorem Tue benedictionis infunde. 
Per,” &e. 

In the Gregorian it is a Collect “for an abbat or 
for his congregation,’ and they are named in it 
accordingly. In the English Church it became 
definitely a prayer for Bishops. Thus in the end 
of the Sarum Litany; the reading there being, 
“super famulos Tuos Pontifices et super cunctas 
congregationes illis commissas ;’—in the Use of 
York it prayed, “send down on Thy servant our 
Archbishop,” &c. ‘‘ Curates’? or parish priests 
were first named in the prayer when it was inserted 
in the Litany of 1544. The Latin Prayer-book of 
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1560 kept the reading of the Sarum Litany. The 
Scotch Prayer-book called it a prayer for “ the holy 
Clergy,” and named Presbyters between Bishops 
and Curates. Various proposals have been made* 
to alter the phrase ‘“ Who alone workest great 
marvels ;”’ and in the American Prayer-book it is 
changed into “from Whom cometh every good and 
perfect gift.” 

5. Fourth Sunday in Advent. The second Collect 
“de Adventu Domini.” Mur. i. 680. 

6. Innocents’ Day. Mur. i. 499.

This prayer, as Mr. Palmer observes, “is pro- 
bably much more ancient” than the time of Gela- 
sius', In Menard’s Gregorian Sacramentary it 
begins, p. 74, “ Omnipotens sempiterne Deus.”

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These are the Collects which have been derived 
to us originally from this venerable Service-book : 
to which may also be traced the substance of some 
portions of the long Collect before the imposition 
of hands in the Consecration of Bishops, not to 
speak of a few words which, as belonging to the 
Canon of the Mass, are much older than the Sacra- 
mentary which contains them. These words are, 
“may be fulfilled with Thy grace and heavenly 
benediction,” “not weighing our merits, but par- 
doning our offences,” “ by Whom and with Whom,’* 
&e. “ Omni benedictione ccelesti et gratia replea- 
mur;—non estimator meriti, sed venie, queesumus, 
_largitor.—Per Ipsum et cum Ipso...est Tibi Deo 
Patri Omnipotenti in unitate Sp. Sancti omnis 
honor et gloria,” &e. 

About a hundred years after Gelasius, Gregory 
the Great sat on the throne of Rome, a.D. 590— 
604. His Sacramentary, so deeply reverenced 
and widely adopted in the West, and often bound 
in gold, silver, and ivory, was compiled on the 
principle of condensing and shortening the Gela- 
sian work. The biographer of Gregory, John the 
- Deacon, in the second chapter of the second book 
of his Life, says that he withdrew many things from 
the Gelasian books, altered a few, and added some, 
and made one book instead of three. One instance 
of abbreviation was in the reduction of the Collects 
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at Mass from five or six to three only™; and it 
is also believed that he introduced a change into 
the practice as to Prefaces—fixing a small number 
instead of a great variety. This Sacramentary has 
been edited by Pamelius, Rocca, Hugh Menard, 
(whom the Benedictines follow,) and Muratori. 
A perfectly pure text cannot, Muratori thinks, be 
hoped for; he prefers Pamelius’ text to Menard’s ; 
but he adopts, in his edition, the Vatican manu- 
script, instead of that of the monastery of S. Eligius, 
which had been followed by Menard and the 
Benedictines. In the Sacramentary, as he has 
edited it, we find the original sources of the fol- 
lowing Collects.

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magnitudo Tue pietatis absolvat.”” It was at the 
end of the preces in the Sarum Litany, and also ap- 
peared in the Litany of 1544, Under Edward VI. 
it was not used, but it're-appeared in the Book of 
1559. The criticism passed upon’ this prayer by 
the Commissioners of 1689 is worth remembering 
tor its stupidity : “full of strange and impertinent 
expressions, and, besides, not in the original, but 
foisted in since by another hand?.”

Our glorious Collect for Trinity Sunday is given 
by Menard for the Octave of Pentecost; Muratori 
exhibits it as part of “an addition to the Othobon 
Codex.” The present English version, unfortu- 


_ nately, somewhat obscures the thought of the 
original, “ut ejusdem Fidei firmitate ab omnibus 
semper muniamur adversis,”’ i.e. that dy stedfast- 


ness in this Faith we are to be safe from evil,—that 
our Creed is to be the shield of our life. This 
grand thought was manifest in the Collect until 
the revision of 1661 *. 

The “Collect for Purity,” as we commonly call 
it, 1s similarly placed by Muratori, ii. 383, as 
belonging to a Mass of the Holy Spirit. It begins, 
“Deus Cui omne cor patet, et omnis voluntas 
loquitur.” In the Sarum Ordinary of the Mass, it 
was the first Collect said by the priest, before the 
“ Introibo ad altare.”” This explains the position 
which it has held in our reformed Liturgy since 
1549. It was also said at the end of the York 
Litany.

Jt was natural that England should receive the 
| Gregorian Sacramentary sooner than “ any other 
country beyond the Roman patriarchate*;” for it 
was the Communion-book of him whom the best of 
the Anglo-Saxons, as Bede and Archbishop Egbert 
of York", were wont to call their master and apostle; 
who was formally styled “our Father,” clearly in 
an emphatic sense, by that Council of Cloveshoo, 
in 747, which alludes to the ritual of the Church of 
Rome*. Mr. Freeman thinks that S. Augustine of 
Canterbury, acting on 8. Gregory’s wise advice,—to 
adopt any good elements of ritual which he’ could 
’ find in various Churches ¥,—brought into England 
the Gallican Daily Office; but he adds that, at the 
same time, he introduced the Roman Communion

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Office*; and this fact is undoubted, although it is 
very probable, as Lingard says, that he borrowed 
from the French Eucharistic rite the custom of a 
solemn episcopal benediction, divided into three or 
more sentences, given just after the breaking of the 
Blessed Sacrament. This custom was not practised 
by Gregory the Great *, though many such benedic- 
tions were circulated under his name; and part of 
one of these appears to have suggested our Circum- 
cision Collect. 

Some other parts of our present Liturgy are 
taken from Collects which the Church of England 
used in the Middle Ages, but which are not found 
in the Gregorian or preceding Sacramentaries. 
I may adduce the prayer in the Litany, “O God, 
merciful Father,’ which belonged to the Sarum 
Mass “for tribulation of heart >,’ and is also found 
in the Missal published by Illyricus ; several parts 
of the prayers of Matrimony, as, “‘O God of Abra- 
ham,” &c., and portions also of two Visitation 
Collects. 

The ancient Collects which we still use might be 
divided into two classes :— 

1. Those in which there has been no real altera- 
tion, but only, at the most, the addition of words

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which may be said to be implied in the original, 
as “good, great, holy, hearty, mighty, true, only, 
evil, grace, help, tender love, graciously, con- 
tinually ;” the omission of like words, as “kind- 
ness, heavenly ;” or the substitution of one equi- 
valent phrase for another, as of “true” for “ wor- 
thy,” or ‘‘ cheerfully ” for “ with free minds ;” the 
sense, in these cases, remaining as it was. To this 
class belong the Third Morning and Second Even- 
ing Collect, and those for Epiphany, First and 
Second Sundays after Epiphany, Septuagesima, 
Third, Fourth, Fifth and Sixth in Lent; Good 
Friday, first and second; Easter-day, Third and 
Fifth after Easter; Ascension Day; Whit-Sun- 
day; Trinity, First, Third, Fifth, Tenth, Four- 
teenth, Fifteenth, Sixteenth, Seventeenth, Twen- 
tieth, Twenty-first, Twenty-third, Twenty-fourth 
after Trinity; Purification, Annunciation, S. Mi- 
chael ; and perhaps two or three more. 

2. Those in which a real alteration has taken 
place; either by important addition, as of the 
words, ‘‘ Who art always more ready to hear than 
we to pray ;” “race set before us;” “light of Thy 
truth ;” “hast ordained strength,” &c.; “ assault 
and hurt the soul ;” “keep us, we beseech Thee,” 
&e.; “the way of Thy commandments;” “may 
so faithfully serve Thee ;” “may show forth our 
thankfulness ;” and the larger part of the Col- 
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lect for S. Stephen; with some other passages. 
Or by important omission, as of (loving Thee) 
“tm all things.” Or by important substitution, 
as of “ Whose service is perfect freedom” for 
“Whom to serve is to reign;” “perils and dan- 
gers” for “snares;” “in Thy true religion” or 
“in continual godliness,” for “with continual 
kindness ;” “as may support us in all dangers,” 


&e., for “that by Thy help we may overcome 
the things which we suffer for our sins;” “Who 
alone canst order the unruly wills and affections 
of sinful men,” for “ Who makest the minds of 
faithful men to be of one will®;” “through things 


temporal,” for “through temporal good,” &c. ; 
“nourish us with all goodness,” for “ nourish 
what is good;” “who cannot do anything that 
is good without Thee,” for “who cannot exist 
without Thee ;” “temptations of the world, the 
flesh, and the devil,” for ‘infections of the devil ;” 
“Thy Holy Spirit,” for “Thy merciful working ;” 
““Who didst give to Thine Apostle Bartholomew 
grace,” &c., for “ Who hast given us the vener- 
able and holy joy of this day in the festival of the 
blessed Bartholomew,” &c. Other changes might 
be named; two have been referred to already, 
as substituting a reference to God’s glory and 
protection for the patronage and protection of

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Saints. Among the many collects which belong

One other point in regard to this goodly heritage 
of our fathers may be mentioned—the influence 
which it has exerted over those who have been em- 
ployed to make new Collects. These Collects are 
new, and yet not new; they may be less concise 
and nervous than the work of Gelasius or of Gre- 
gory, but they are instinct with the same spirit, 
and seem likely to exhibit the same imperishable 
freshness and vitality. The men who could frame 
our Collects for Christmas Day and Easter Even, 
for the Sixth Sunday after Epiphany and for All 
Saints, had profited well by their familiarity with 
the majestic forms which they were called upon to 
imitate. It was but natural for them to retain the 
ecclesiastical language, for they knew how to value 
and hold fast the precious gift of ecclesiastical con- 
tinuity. Their compositions may be thus arranged 
in order of time :— 

1. In 1549; First and Second in Advent, Christ- 
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mas Day, Circumcision, Quinquagesima, Ash Wed- 
nesday, First in Lent, Third for Good Friday, 
First and Second after Easter, and those Saint’s- 
day Collects which have not been already referred 
to Latin originals, excepting 8. Andrew; the pre- 
sent form of “ We humbly beseech Thee ;” the two 
Communion Collects for the King; the Collect of 
_ Humble Access; the present second Post-Com- 

munion prayer®; the third, fifth, and sixth of the 
six Collects appended to the Communion Office ; 
the Collects for Rain and Fair Weather; the ori- 
ginal form of the second Ember Collect; the first 
Baptismal Collect 4; the original form of the prayer 
for sanctification of the water; the second Con- 
firmation Collect (which Mr. Palmer, without suffi- 
cient reason, identifies with a prayer of Archbishop 
Egbert *;) portions of Visitation Collects; the 
Communion Collect of the Sick; the Burial Col- 
lect. properly so called, (appointed, in 1549, for 
a Celebration at Burials) ; the Churching Collect ; 
the second Commination Collect; the Collects of 


the Ordinal.

It only remains to classify our Liturgical Col-

Innocents, Circumcision, Sixth 
after Epiphany, First in Lent, Easter Even, 
First after Haster, Highteenth after Trinity, Puri- 
fication, “ Almighty God, unto Whom.” 

9. For Unworldliness. Fourth after Easter, As- 
- eension, 8. John Baptist, 8. James, 8. Matthew. 

10. Hor Devotion of Will to God. Second Even- 
ing Collect, Twentieth and Twenty-fifth after Tri- 
nity, 8. Andrew. 

11. For Renewal. Christmas Day. 
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12. For Illumination. 8. John the Evangelist. 

13. For Right Intentions. Fifth after Easter, 
Ninth after Trinity. 

14, For the carrying-out of such Intentions. Has- 
ter Day, “ Prevent us.” 

15. For Grace to know God's will. First after 
_ Epiphany, Whitsunday. 

16. For Grace to do His Will. First and Fourth 
in Advent, First, Eleventh, Thirteenth, Seventeenth, 
Twentieth, Twenty-fifth after Trinity, SS.

20. For Comfort. Sunday after Ascension, Whit- 
sunday. 

21. For Guidance. Fourth and Nineteenth 
after Trinity; “ Assist us;” “O Almighty Lord.” 

22. For the Benefit of Christ's Example. Palm 
Sunday, Second after Easter. 


23. Kor the Benefit of Christ's Sacrifice. Second 
after Easter, Annunciation. 
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24. For Conformity to the Christian Standard. 
Third after Easter, All Saints. 

25. For Peace. Second Morning and Evening 
Collects, Second after Epiphany, Fifth after Trinity. 

26. For the Church and its Work. Collect for 
Clergy and People, 8. John, Fifth after Epiphany, 
Good Friday, Fifth, Fifteenth, Sixteenth, Twenty- 
second after Trinity, 8. Matthias, S. Peter, 8. Bar- 
tholomew, SS. Simon and Jude. 

27. For Final Blessedness. Epiphany, Sixth and 
Thirteenth after Trinity. 

28. At the Close of Prayers. ‘Twelfth and 
Twenty-third after Trinity; “Assist us;” “ Al- 


mighty God, the fountain of all wisdom;” “ Al- 
mighty God, Who hast promised to hear.” 


I venture to place here, by themselves, a few 
Collects constructed in imitation of the ancient 
model. 

For the Spirit of Prayer. O Almighty God, 
from Whom every good prayer cometh, and Who 
pourest out on all who desire it the Spirit of grace 
and supplications; deliver us, when we draw nigh 
to Thee, from coldness of heart and wanderings 
of mind; that with stedfast thoughts and kindled 
affections we may worship Thee in spirit and in 
truth; through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

Sunday Horning. O God, Who makest us glad 
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with the weekly remembrance of the glorious 
Resurrection of Thy Son our Lord; vouchsafe us 
this day such a blessing through Thy worship, that 
the days which follow it may be spent in Thy 
favour; through the same Jesus Christ our Lord. 

Sunday Evening. O Lord, Who by triumphing 
over the powers of darkness, didst prepare our 
place in the New Jerusalem; grant us, who have 
this day given thanks for Thy Resurrection, to 
praise Thee in that City whereof Thou art the 
Light; where with the Father, &c. 

Before Study of Scripture. O Lord Jesus Christ, 
Who art the Truth Incarnate and the Teacher of 
the faithful; let Thy Spirit overshadow us in 
reading Thy Word, and conform our thoughts to 
Thy Revelation; that learning of Thee with honest 
hearts, we may be rooted and built up in Thee, 
Who livest, &c. 

For Guidance. O God, by Whom the meek 
are guided in judgment, and light riseth up in 
darkness for the godly; grant us, in all our doubts 
and uncertainties, the grace to ask what Thou 
wouldest have us to do; that the Spirit of wisdom 
may save us from all false choices, and that in 
Thy light we may see light, and in Thy straight 
path may not stumble; through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. . 

For Cheerfulness. O most loving Father, Who 
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willest us to give thanks for all things, to dread 
nothing but the loss of Thee, and to cast all our 
care on Thee Who carest for us; preserve us from 
faithless fears and worldly anxieties, and grant that 
no clouds of this mortal life may hide from us the 
light of that Love which is immortal, and which 
Thou hast manifested unto us in Thy Son, Jesus 
Christ our Lord. 

For Grace to speak the Truth in Love. O Lord 
and Saviour Christ, Who camest not to strive nor 
ery, but to let Thy words fall as the drops that 
water the earth; grant all who contend for the 
Faith once delivered, never to injure it by clamour 
and impatience; but speaking Thy precious Truth 
in love, so to present it that it may be loved, and 
that men may see in it Thy goodness and Thy 
beauty ; Who livest, &c. 

Against Spiritual. Apathy. O God, the Sove- 
reign Good of the soul, Who requirest the hearts 
of all Thy children; deliver us from all sloth in 
Thy work, all coldness in Thy cause; and grant 
us by looking unto Thee to rekindle our love, and 
by waiting upon Thee to renew our strength; 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

For Hatred of Sin. O God, Whom none can 
love except they hate the thing that is evil, 
and Who willedst by Thy Son our Saviour to 
redeem us from all iniquity; deliver us when we 
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are tempted to look on sin without abhorrence, and 
let the virtue of His Passion come between us and 
the enemy of our souls; through the same Jesus 
Christ our Lord. 

On the Incarnation. We adore Thee, Blessed 
Jesus, very God and very Man, the Same yester- 
day, and to-day, and for ever, our strong Salvation 
and our only Hope. Take us, we pray Thee, into 
Thy keeping, both now and at the hour of our 
death; make us faithful to Thee upon earth, and 
blessed with Thee in Heaven, where with the 
Father, &e. 

On the Example of the Blessed Virgin. O Christ 
our God Incarnate, Whose Virgin Mother was 
blessed in bearing Thee, but still more blessed 
in keeping Thy word; grant us, who honour the 
exaltation of her lowliness, to follow the example 
of her devotion to Thy will, Who livest, &c. 

On the Communion of Saints. O God, Who hast 
brought us near to an innumerable company of 
Angels, and to the spirits of just men made perfect ; 
grant us during our pilgrimage to abide in their 
fellowship, and in our Country to become partakers 
of their joy; through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

For @ Friend. I pray Thee, good Lord Jesus, 
by the love which Thou hadst for him that lay on 
Thy bosom, to make me thankful for all that Thou 
hast given me in Thy servant WV. and to bless 
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him exceeding abundantly, above all that I can 
ask or think. Help us to love each other in Thee 
and for Thee, to be one in heart through all sepa- 
rations, and to walk as friends in the path of Thy 
service; and finally unite us for ever at Thy feet, 
where peace and love are perfect and immortal, 
and Thou, with the Father, &c. 

For the Clergy. Bless, we beseech Thee, O Lord, 
Thy whole Clergy, that they may handle Thy holy 
things with holiness, and be pleasing to Thee Who 
art our Priest for ever. 

For all who do the Work of the Church. O Lord, 
without Whom our labour is but lost, and with 
Whom Thy little ones go forth as the mighty; be 
present to all works in Thy Church which are 
undertaken according to Thy will, (especially in 
NV. V.,) and grant to Thy labourers a pure inten- 
tion, patient faith, sufficient success upon earth, 
and the bliss of serving Thee in Heaven; through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. 

For Sufferers. ord Jesus Christ, our sympa- 
thizing Saviour, Who for man didst bear the Agony 
and the Cross; draw Thou near to Thy suffering 
servants, in their pain of body or trouble of mind, 
(especially V. V.;) hallow all their crosses in this 
life, and crown them hereafter where all tears are 
wiped away; where with the Father, &c. 

For the Tempted. Merciful and faithful High 
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Priest, Who didst deign for us to be tempted of 
Satan; make speed to aid Thy servants who are 
assaulted by manifold temptations; and as Thou 
knowest their several infirmities, let each one find 
Thee mighty to save, Who livest, &e. 

For those who live in Sin. Have mercy, O com- 
passionate Father, on all who are hardened through 
the deceitfulness of sin; vouchsafe them grace to 
come to themselves, the will and power to return 
to Thee, and the loving welcome of Thy forgive- 
ness; through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

For those who err from the Faith. Almighty 
and everliving God, Who hast given us the 
Catholic Faith of Christ for a light to our feet 
amid the darkness of this world; have pity upon 
all who, by doubting or denying it, are gone astray 
from the path of safety; bring home the Truth 
to their hearts, and grant them to receive it as 
little children; through the same Jesus Christ 
our Lord.
